No prior art of record discloses or renders obvious an oligomerization of a feed mixture 
comprising alpha olefin by contacting the feed mixture with a catalyst complex consisting 
essentially of boro trifluoride and an alcohol promoter and providing a modifier (in the feed 
mixture) consisting essentially of carboxylic acid with a concentration of from 0.08 mole to 
about 5.0 mole percent base on the said alpha olefin of the feed mixture as called for in claim 10.
